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THE CLOSED DOOR 


The Open Door ia a policy of the 
past, ao far aa United Statea and 
Canada ia concerned—at least until 
conditions are different from at pres¬ 
ent. The Saturday Evening Post, in 
commenting on the policy of immi¬ 
gration of United States, says: 

“The Government shows common 
sense in seeking to reduce immigra¬ 
tion immediately. Our consuls in 
foreign countries can refuse visas to 
laborers and others likely to become 
public charges. From the national 
standpoint we do not want more im¬ 
migrants. It may appear easy for 
employers to use the sometimes do¬ 
cile and cheap, and usually ignorant 
labor of recently landed immigrants, 
but it has created all manner of soc¬ 
ial problems in the past, and has left 
us with a terrible mess, which may 
take a generation tp clear. 

Even now American citizens, some¬ 
times even ex-service men, cannot se¬ 
cure work that is given readily to 
alins who <Jo not speak English. 
Strangest of all, . large numbers of 
non-English speaking foreigners are 
found holding down jobs on public 
works, undertaken with tax payers’ 
money for the express purpose of re¬ 
lieving unmployment. 

Here is a travesty on sound nation 
al policy. .Perhaps contractors say 
that the English speaking native 
stock do not want these laboring 
jobs. Then why have labor organi¬ 
zations so steadily and vigorously 
urged a reduction of immigration ? 
Will only the newest of ignorant al- 
; ens do the manual labor of the coun¬ 
try, or is it that these are the easiest 
to handle and sometimes to exploit? 

However that may be, the country 
has too many ignorant aliens in its 
midst. It has too many alien crim¬ 
inals. 

In the past ten years population 
has increased seventeen millions. If 
we haven’t enough people to do the 
work of the country, it is high time 
to shut up shop and declare the coun 
try bankrupt.” 

This might in many respects be 
written about Canada.

The atmosphere of Longfellow pre- 
vades the “Land of Evangeline” and 
the people there know the tremen¬ 
dous advantage this gives them in 
the way of attracting tourists by the 
thousands. In recent years a stone 
cross, a statue of Evangeline and a 
stone church used as a museum and 
a stone well with pail and bucket was 
constructed within a stone’s throw of 
Grand Pre’ station. The great red 
and black engines on 'the railway 
bear such names as Gabriel, St. Eu- 
lalie, Basil, Minnehaha and the 
staunch little steamer that traverses 
the historic waters of Minas is called 
“Evangeline.” 

The story of the great tragedy of 
Grand Pre’ is pretty well known but 
there are a few points in connection 
with it that should be mentioned in 
justice to Britain and the colonists of 
the New England States who were 
primarily responsible for the trans¬ 
portation of' the Acadians. When 
Longfellow wrote the story of Evan¬ 
geline he did not fully understand 
all the facts, nor did he care to as 
his object was to weave a pretty ro¬ 
mance and he succeeded in doing so 
The expulsion of the Acadians wa: 
not a piece of wanton cruelty on thi 
part of England. It was done to sat¬ 
isfy NEW England, now a part o 
the United States; and it was carried 
out by New Englanders. 

Terrible as was the measure it' is 
hard to see how it could be avoided 
unless at the cost of Nova Scotia 
herself. If Nova Scotia was to re¬ 
main in English hands—and New 
England said this was essential to 
her safety—then the Acadians had 
to be removed. The Acadians had 
suffered themselves to be made the 
tools of French intrique. Through 
them France hoped to retain her 
hold on the peninsula. For forty 
years then had been treated by Eng¬ 
land with a patience that had longed 
ceased to be a virtue. Every effort 
had been made to conciliate them. 
But they refused to take the oath of 
allegiance, which they were legally 
. bound to do, or allow themselves to 
be considered otherwise than as ene¬ 
mies. Allied with the Indians and 
disguised as Indians, some of their 
bolder spirits indulged in bloody 
raids on the English settlements; 
and English settlements became im¬ 
possible in an English province. At 
the same time England—which then 
meant the thirteen colonies as well— 
was engaged in a life and death 
struggle with her greatest rival 
France; and the Acadians were her 
enemies within the gate. They were 
warned, exhorted, threatened, but 
they obstinately closed their ears.' So 
it came that this unhappy people was 
ground to powder between the upper 
and nether millstone. They were re¬ 
moved from their homes with such 
humoring as was possible under the 
pitious circumstances, and were scat¬ 
tered abroad among the natives. As 
one reads one’s Longfellow these 
facts should be borne in mind—not 
to lessen one’s admiration for the 
poet’s genius and one’s response to 
the pathos of the Evangeline story, 
but to keep one’s view of history un¬ 
distorted. The traveller visiting the 
land of Evangeline should read, not 
Longfellow only, but also I’arkman— 
especially the first volume of Mont¬ 
calm or Wolfe.—Milverton Sun.

Australia is relatively an empty 
continent, having little over a mil¬ 
lion families, half of whom live in 
the cities. There are altogether 
about 500,000 workers on the land, 
yet upon them rests a great share of 
Australian commodities. There are 
200,000 public servants required to 
run the ship of state. The country 
is divided into six separate States, 
each with a full blown government. 
They could not agree on one capital 
so they built a new one. Each state 
has borrowed heavily and lavishly, 
and owing to lack of unity the rail¬ 
ways of the states have different 
gauges. 

Australia has a system of very 
heavy duties to encourage local man¬ 
ufacture. These raise the prices of 
he farmer needs, from a saddle for 
his horse to wire for his fences. With 
;he price of wool, the big shipping 
commodity, fallen so seriously last 
/ear the value of the wool cut was 
reduced $50,000,000. 

The collapse of prices have affect¬ 
ed the country seriously and in effort 
to recoup, she has raised duties even 
higher.

ALWAYS SOME CROP 

Diversification Safeguards Farmer 
Againrt a Complete Loot Year 

The diversified era of farming has 
always brought a more prosperous 
and permanent development of a 
country. Already older aections of 
Western Canada are begininng to di¬ 
versify their farming operations. 
According to many leading agricul¬ 
turists, it is tbe alternative to huge 
industrialized farming. Industrial¬ 
ized farming will not provide the 
happy, independent, large rural pop¬ 
ulation that is a insult of the smal¬ 
ler farming operationes. 

The growing of one crop, wheat 
for example, exclusively, results in a 
decreased yield and fjuality due to 
depleted fertility. In impairil physi¬ 
cal condition of the soil, with weeds, 
insects and soil drifting, is apt to re¬ 
sult. A worn out soil is a poor heri¬ 
tage for another generation. A one 
crop system is unsafe. 

But it is rarely that a season rises 
completely unfavorable to all crops. 
Times have been known when the 
wheat was a failure through drought 
but rains came in time for the clover 
alfalfa, etc. If a farm produces 
wheat, flax, clover, alfalfa, root 
crops, etc., it is rarely indeed that 
none of these will make good. There 
will be feed for the livestock and 
livestock adds more to the certainty 
of some return. 

Again few farmers can afford to 
buy meat, milk, butter, fruit and 
vegetables. Yet quantities of these 
must be used, and a good living off 
the farm is one of the first essentials 
to success. 

Again the wise rotation of crops, 
the fertilization from running stock, 
repairs the impoverished soil and 
builds it up, so that a higher yield 
may be expected from the same acre 


GREAT TURNER YIELD 

First Nine Months 1930, 200,000 

Barrels Ahead of Same Time 1929 

^During the first nine months of 
1930, Turner Valley deliveries to the 
Imperial and Regal refineries totall¬ 
ed 879,701 barrels, exceeding the de¬ 
liveries during the corresponding 
period of 1929 by approximately 207, 
300 barrels, according to a compila¬ 
tion made recently. 

Taking $3.50 as a fair average 
price for each barrel deliveredto the 
refineries during the first nine 
months of 1930, Turner Valley, 
yielded the various companies a fin¬ 
ancial return of approximately $3, 
078,953. With three months’ produc¬ 
tion to be added to the 1930 figures, 
the total production is certain to ex¬ 
ceed the 1,000,000 barrels mark, and 
the total value of 1930 production 
will probably be considerably in ex¬ 
cess of $4,000,000. 

Home No. 3 gave a larger yield ■ 
than any other well during the nine 
months period under review. This 
well produced 91,912 barrels, or an 
average of 10,168 barrels each month 
This figure would have been some 
what larger but for some freezing 
trouble during the past few months. 
Home No. 3 average daily production 
works out at about 340 barrels. 

The steadiest and next largest pro 
ducer was Royalite No. 17, which pro 
duced 59,293 barrels during the ninei 
months. This is a monthly average 
of 6,589 barrels, and a daily average 
of about 216 barrels. 

Home No. 1 produced 53,757 bar¬ 
rels, and A daily average of about 
191 barrels. 

Royalite No. 4, producing since 
1924 and for years the greatest well 
in the valley, produced 23,581 barrels 

THAT HOMEWORK 

The Director of Protestant Educa¬ 
tion for Quebec Province, Dr. W. P. 
Percival, has made a statement with¬ 
in the last few days, reported in the 
newspapers of his own province, 
which is guaranteed to cause school 
children all over Canada to react 
with intense enthusiasm. He asserts 
that all the work of the school should 
be done in school hours. 

“When the time for school closing 
comes,” he told members of the Pro¬ 
vincial Association of Protestant 
Teachers of Quebec at their annual 
convention, "let the pupils go home 
and do something else.” 

Dr. Percival is evidently convinced 
that home lessons are beyond re¬ 
demption, and his idea is that if 
there is not time to teach the child¬ 
ren all they are required to learn in 
the time given to school, the practi¬ 
cal course will be to add an hour to 
the school day and another month to 
th£ school year. He is a prospect 
that may not appeal to the children, 
though it might not be displeasing to 
the parents. But it is worth while to 
spread Dr. Percival’s suggestion 
abroad. It may spur the children to 
greater concentration on their stud¬ 
ies in the classes. If they do this it 
will strengthen the argument of 
those who maintain that if the pup¬ 
ils’ minds are freed of the bugbear 
and tyranny of home lessons, the 
children in that freedom are more 
likely to adapt themselves to home 
studies of their own choice and there¬ 
by profit intellectually to a greater 
j extent, and more permanently, than 
j can be expected from an old custom 
| whose compulsions have helped to 
make school knowledge an object of 
■ disgust.—Morning Albertan. 


AIRPLANE TRAVEL

“Well, the earth is good enough 
for me yet—I don’t want to, fly,” is 
the comment being made today, just 
as people 25 years ago were saying: 
“Give me the good old horse and 
keep your motor cars.” 

Yet the automobile has revolution¬ 
ized and released mankind. The air¬ 
plane ushers Jih another new era, 
when the world will lie litqgally at 
our feet. And compared with mo¬ 
tor travel, the airplane even in . its 
experimental stage is incomparably 
safer. • 

Perhaps-mankind's instinctive fear 
of high places, has lent more care to 
the handling of this new method ol 
transport. But efficiency and regard 
for safety characterizes every new 
advance in the flying field. 

Motor accidents by the score do 
not attract the attention or receive 
the publicity of one airplane accident 
In its present early stage however, 
aviation is pretty much in the hands 
of experts, men of ability and skill. 
The next few years will see a great 
effort to m^jee a foolproof plane, one 
that any normal person can handle 
without v any lengthy course of in¬ 
struction. Then will,come the period 
bf commercial activity. 

The present middle-aged folks who 
a generation ago, laughed at their 
parents refusing to set foot in the 
new fangled horseless buggies, are 
just about in the same position today 
as regards air travel. They may just 
as well, set their jaws, shake off this 
fear of heights, and accustom them¬ 
selves to the idea of flying within a 
few years. Otherwise they will be 
old fashiond fogies. 

HARDTo PLEASE 

Lord Melchett, who has power and 
money in England, being chairman 
of the board of Imperial Chemicals, 
Limited faced the reporters seeking 
wise men aboard the Majestic as it 
approached America. 

He answered questions about poli¬ 
tics and business, the Labor party, 
Soviet Russia. The swift interview¬ 
ers veered toward America. Puzzle¬ 
ment and then the light of humor 
came into the English Jew’s eyes. He 
spoke of the American complaint 
against over-production, particularly 
of wheat, and then the despairing 
cry that followed the sudden drought. 

“God,” said Lord Melchett, wist¬ 
fully, “must find the United States a 
rather difficult country to please.” 

There are moments when English 
humor is superb. 

TOO HEAVY PENALTY 

Following the conviction of the 
~^o bank robbers at Queenstown, 
no were sentenced to long prison 
erms and lashes, many private citi- 
up, these “light, heat and freeze” 
..sites were overdoing the- punish¬ 
ment. The Red Deer Advocate voi¬ 
ces this opinion editorially: 

“The penalty meted out by Mag- 
strate Saunders at Calgary to the 
- wo offenders who held up with guns 
bank’s staff at Queenstown, was 
ltogcther too severe. The penalty 
followed so soon after the offence 
and the arrest that it bore the im¬ 
pression of haste and impulsiveness 
in determination, want of adequate 
consideration, an extreme sentence. 
The penalties were ten years and 
seven years imprisonment, and twen¬ 
ty lashes each. 

“The terms of imprisonment inflic¬ 
ted at Calgary are surely long 
enough without adding the lashes. 
Lashes should very rarely be used 
except on offenders against women 
and childdren. With exceptions, this 
is the most severe penalty meted out 
in Alberta for some years it is an 
outstanding penalty except in a 
couple of cases where human life was 
taken. No one was injured in the 
Queenstown case, and these extreme 
terms of imprisonment, along with 
the lashes bear the stamp of vindic¬ 
tiveness rather than justice. 

MORE CROP COSTS 

How Does This Compare With 
Alberta Costs 

The annual report of the Experi¬ 
mental Station of the Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Winder- 
mere, B.C., provides some interesting 
sidelights on crop costs. 

Alfalfa cost $33.98 per acre to pro¬ 
duce, gave a yield of 3.8 tons which 
at $20 per ton amounted to $76.00, a 
profit of $42.02 per acre. 

Potatoes cost $178.10 per acre to 
grow, gave a yield of 813* tons val¬ 
ued at $332.00, a per acre profit of 
$153.90. 

Sunflowers cost $65.40 to produce, 
gave a yield of 12.1 tons which at $5 
per ton amounted to $60.50, a loss of 
$4.90 per acre. 

Peas cost $48.70 per acre to grow; 
yielded 46 bushels of grain and 2.3 
tons of straw, valued at $120.20, a 
profit of $75.50 per acre. The peas 
were worth $2.50 per bushel and the 
straw $4 per ton. 

Oats cost $37.77“ per acre and with 
a yield of 58.4 bushels of grain and 
1.2 tons of straw, gave a value of 
$48.60 or a profit per acre of $10.83. 

By racing into Vancouver port be¬ 
fore October 12, a ship bearing N.Z. 
butter saved $148,360 on duty, which 
has been raised from one cent to sev¬ 
en cents a pound. 


TO BE OF HELP 

New Agricultural Development Board 

To Aid in Livestock Distribution j 

To affect an exchange )>etween 
vreas with feed and no stock and 
those with stock and no feed, will be 
one of the prime activities of the new 
Agricultural Development Board ac- i 
cording to Hon. George Hoadley. The 
new Board is to consist of three 
members, two livestock producers 
and one member to represent finan¬ 
cial interests. There is every desire 
on the part of the government to 
ease the burden under which many 
farm aeras are suffering, and to pre¬ 
vent the slaughter of good female 
livestock, merely to meet an emer¬ 
gency condition. 

An arrangement is made between 
the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments and with the railway compan¬ 
ies that two thirds of the cost of 
transporting feed to areas requiring | 
it would lie with the] governments, 
the balance being taking up by the 
carrier. 

In the hailed areas, the feeding of 
stock through the winter months 
would help solve their» problems. <| 

The government is following the 
policy adopted by Saskatchewan, in 
giving aid to those desirous of pur¬ 
chasing feeding enimals. Farmers 
with fodder, equipment and ability to 
feed cattle, will be given substantial 
credit to finance their purchases. 
Railroads also co-operate in this. 
Applications however, have been 
made under this" plan, and in the 
feeding of stock only 52 applications 
have been made. The supply of 
stock for feeding exceeds the de¬ 
mand to date. 

That the attitude bf mortgage and 
loan companies, implement manufac¬ 
turers and oil companies is generally 
very fair toward the farmers, was 
the opinion also expressed by Mr. 
Hoadley. 

ARCTICTALES 

Grim Relics of Arctic Expedition of 
Sir John Franklin 1845 

Major Burwash, dominion govern¬ 
ment investigator for the Northwest 
Territories casts an entirely different 
light on our great Arctic regions 
from that ordinarily obtained. 
While he specifies no .particular reg¬ 
ion of prospective wealth, he does 
make brief mention of the mineral 
discoveries at the copper mine river. 

Major Burwash who has but re¬ 
cently returned from the „ Arctic, 
draws inferences from .the evidences 
found there of the Sir John Franklin 
expedition of 1845. One of his con¬ 
clusions is that some of the members 
of the expeditions had been lost on 
one of the boats. The party had ap¬ 
parently. been caught in- the ice at 
the north-east of King Williams Is¬ 
land. They had started a southern 
trek to Aok’s river but some of the 
party had evidently weakened. The 
stronger ones were sent back to the 
ships and if possible to bring them 
round to a point nearest the strand¬ 
ed men. Both ships started out, one 
eastward, one westward. One was 
stranded and later sunk by Eskimos 
he thought. The other also became 
ice bound, and old Eskimos had talcs 
to tell of finding boxes of flour and 
other supplies. 

In the meantime, a portion bf the 
party was stranded ashore and evi¬ 
dences of them were found in cairns 
and relics. None of the cairns dis¬ 
covered contained any records, so 
Major Burwash’ company rebuilt 
them as memorials of Arctic pion- , 
eers. One piece of anthracite coal 
■ was found indicating that this fuel 
had been brought from the ships to 
the camp. 

ON TOTHE ORIENT 

Canadian Delegates on Tour of Or¬ 
ient to Foster Spirit of Under¬ 
standing 

“Measurably and surely the cen¬ 
tre of world trade is shifting from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific” said J.M. 
Imrie of the Edmonton Journal, be¬ 
fore starting with a delegation of 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
men for the Orient. 

In the opinion of Canadian trade 
leaders, China, Japan and Hong 
Kong offer wonderful possibilities in 
trade prospects. 

Japan and Canada present certain 
trade complements. Japan is contin¬ 
ually facing k problem of food, and 
although rice is a great diet, wheat 
is gaining headway. Before 1922 no 
wheat went to Japan and in 1929, 21- 
000,000 bushels were shipped there. 
Tapan in her industries also needs 
nickel, aluminum, cobalt, asbestos, 
zinc and lead. Almost all of this is 
bought from Canada by Japan. But 
Canada must reciprocate in purchas¬ 
es in order to secure and increase 
this trade. 

China also will be likely to require 
more materials, greatly in excess of 
last year’s 7,500,000 bushels of 
wheat and 2,000,000 barrels of flour. 

Japan is Canada’s third best cus¬ 
tomer, while China is now her eighth 

These newer trade connections 
across the Pacific will be pressed by 
the Dominion delegates who are now 
starting for the Orient. With the 
great seaports of the Pacific Coast, 
and her fleets of ocean going vessels, 
Canada is prepared for an nggress- 
ive Oriental trade. But she must buy 
Tri return.

NOT MUCH PLOWING 

('. I’. K. Week End Report Shows 
Little Full Ploughing Accomplished 

According to the weekly telegraph 
ic crop report of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic railway, - little fall plowing has 
been accomplished this season, much 
less than is usually the case. Many 
sub-divisions do not contain a single 
agent who reports any plowing, oth¬ 
ers stating a small acreage to have 
been turned over. 

Some grain, harvesting of which 
vas delayed unreasonably, was dant- 
iged in the wet weather and frost, 
grades in some cases l>cing consider- 
ibly reduced. 

Around 45 million bushels of 
wheat remain unthreshed, suffering 
serious deterioration in grade. 

The summary of precipitation fur¬ 
ther emphasizes need for heavy rains 
and snow this fall and winter. Dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1930, only two 
out of thirteen stations had precipi¬ 
tation equal to normal, and taking 
the whole year (September, 1929 to 
August, 1930) only three stations out 
of 13 equalled normal. September 
precipitation in most areas, and Oc¬ 
tober precipitation to date are addi¬ 
tions of some importance in supply¬ 
ing a portion of the necessary sub¬ 
soil reserves for the 1931 crop. 

Hon. Chas. Dunning should prove a 
very suitable man for the position of 
manager of the Lucerne summer re¬ 
sort in Quebec.

BY-LAW No. 53 

A By-Law pursuant to the “Early 
Closing Act’’ and “The Town Act” 
providing for the fixing of closing 
hours for shops.

2. During the period between No¬ 

vember 1st and August 1st inclusive 
in each and every year all shops 
shall be closed for the serving of 
customers on Wednesday of each 
week at and after twelve (12) o’clock 
noon and on Saturday of each week 
at and after ten (10) o’clock in the 
evening and on every day of the 
week at and after six (6) o’clock in 
the evening. _ f 

3. During the period between the 
first of August and the first of No¬ 
vember inclusive in each and every 
year all shops shall be closed for 
the serving of customers on Satur¬ 
day of each week at and after (11) 
o’clock in the evening and on each 
and every other day of the week at 
and after six (6) o’clock in the ev- 


4. Provided that in any week in 
which a holiday occurs shops shall 
not be required to close on Wednes¬ 
day of such week until six (6) 
o’clock in the evening. 

6. This by-law shall be subject to 
the limitations on the powers of the 
Council imposed by the said “Early 
Closing Act” , and to the exceptions 
mentioned in the said Act and the 
schedule thereto and the regulations 
made in pursuance thereof. 

6. This by-law shall be subject to 
the limitations imposed by sub-sec¬ 
tions 3, 4, 5 and 6 of section 158 of 
“The Town * Act” 1927 in the same 
manner to all intents and purposes 
as if this by-law had been passed and 
exclusively in accordance with the 
provisions of the said section 158 of 
the said “Town Act.” 

NOTICE is hereby further given 
that objections to the petition pre¬ 
sented to the council praying for the 
passing of such by-law on the ground 
that such petition is insufficiently 
signed or otherwise affecting the val¬ 
idity or Sufficiency thereof must bo

INITIAL PAYMENT 

Wheat Is considered as cheap a 
stock feed in United States as any¬ 
thing is likely to be, and millions of 
bushels are being turned to this use 
Instead of to mills. This disposes of 
a big continental surplus. With low 
prevailing prices, the Orient is buy¬ 
ing much more heavily than is custo¬ 
mary. and European nations are tak¬ 
ing considerable amounts. There is 
every sign of a big clean-up in old 
stock, and a clearer outlook for stock 
on hand at the end of the year. 

The initial Pool payment of 55c is 
a disappointment to all concern.s But 
it enables the pool to market the 
crop without being obliged to'dump 
their holdings in order to maintain 
their position with the banks. 

It is a time of trial for wheat 
growers especially in the light of 
the dollar initial payments of other 
years. But the Pool is still holding 
its own, and the general movement 
of wheat, indicate* that it will face 
the new year in much securer condi¬ 
tion than if a bigger initial payment 
had been made.
